CHAPTER 221.

AN ACT to enable certain towns, villages and cities to construct and
improve harbors.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Secriox 1. Any town, village or city, such city not corporations _
having more .than two Warﬁs, bordering on Lake fa¥ apbrépr-
Michigan or Green Bay, may lay out grounds for the harbor pur-
purposes of a harbor or for harbor improvements, and *****
appropriate such grounds in the manner hereinafter
set forth for sueh purpose.

Secrion 2. Upon theapplication of fifteen (15) free- Judge of cir-
holders and voters of such town, village or city, to faroiar e
the circuit judge of the circuit in which such town, sons to locate
village or city shalil be, setting forth that the harbor srounds.
facilities of such town, village or city are insuflicient
for the public wants, he shall select and appoint three
freeholders and voters of such town, village or city,
to locate and appraise the grounds for a haﬁ)or, orfor
harbor improvements. Such appointment shall be

under the hand and seal of such judge, and shall be
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filed and recorded in the register’s oftice of the county
wherein such lands or any part of the same shall be;
and such appointment shall take effect from such fil-
ing and recording. The persons so appointed shall
be called harbor commissioner of such town, village
or city.

Secrion 3. Before the said commissioners shall pro-
ceed to the execution of their duties, they shall take
an oath of office that they will locate the grounds for
harbor or harbor improvements so that according to
their judgment the public interests shall be best sub-
served thereby, aud that they will not be influenced
by any private or personal considerations, and that
they will impartially estimate and appraise the valune
of the same, and the damages or injury which the
owner or owners thereof shall sustain by reason of
the taking of such land for the construction of such
harbor improvements.

Secrion 4. After the said commissioners shall have
located such grounds, they shall appoint a time and
place where they will meet to appraise the grounds
so located. Public notice of such meeting shall be
given ut least ten days before such meeting, by post-
ing a written or printed notice thereof in five (5) of
the most public places in such town, village or city,
and by personal service on the person in possession,
when he can be found in such town, village or city.
At the time and place so appointed, the owners of
such grounds may appear and make such suggestions
as they shall see fit.

Skcrion 5. The said eommissioners shall, within
five (5)days after such meeting for appraisal, make and
file with the register of deeds of the proper county a
report describing the lands so taken, and tkeir valua-
tion thereof, the valuation being separate for each
separatc owner, where the ownership can be ascer-
tained.

SectioN 6. The owner of any land so located may
appeal from such appraisal to the circuit court of the
county where the lands shall lie, within sixty (60)
days after the filing and recording of such report,
which appeal shall be tried in the same manner as
other issues in said court.

Sectiox 7. Within twenty (20) days after filing
of such report, the said commissioners shall call a
sFecial election of the said town, village or city for
the purpose of voting a tax to pay for the lands so
appropriated, giving at least six (6) days notice, by

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posting notices thereof in at least three (3) of the most
public places in such town, village or city. Such call
shall specity the purpose and amount of the tax. The
voting shall be by ballot, and the form of the ballot
shall be, “For the tax,” “Against the tax.” Ifa
mejority of the ballots shall be for the tax; then
the tax ehall be levied as other taxes are, but shall be
kept distinet, and shall be paid to the owners of the
land npon the order of the circuit court..

SectioN 8. When such tax shail have been voted, When lands
or payment for such lands made or tendered to the ™y be taken-
owuer thereof, the said lands may be taken for the
purpose aforesaid.

SecrioN 9. Any such town, village or city may re- Corporation
ceive any donation of such lands, by a deed thereof, Gonations.

It may also receive any
donation to be applied as the donor shall direct in aid
of the construction of such harbor or harbor improve-
ments.
